REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

L The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-2 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention claims a dual-circuit circuit breaker, with 
first and second separate chambers, having a linkage transversally extend between the metallic 
strip and the bimetallic and having a first end mounted at a middle portion of the metal strip and 
a second end abutting on the bimetallic strip. A hook connects to a tab and to a distal end of the 
bimetallic strip. Such claimed structure, in combination with the claimed limitations of claim 1, 
are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
